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Conventions

Political  conventions  are  a remarkable  spectacle  which 
have  been  part  of  the  American  way  of  life  for  nearly  140 
years.  Critics  have  likened  conventions  to  a circus — complete 
■with  noise,  laughter,  i»mp,  pep  bands,  sui-prises  and  special 
public  attractions — while  the  real  objectives  appear  to  be 
secondary  in  importance. 

The  foremost  concern  of  conventions  is  to  nominate  a 
v/inning  ticket — two  cabable  men  most  appealing  to  the  public 
Another  goal  is  to  compile  a party  platform.  This  is  the 
party’s  basic  campaign  document  and  emphasizes  vital  issues 
and  objectives. 

Throughout  the  entire  convention  party  pride  and  unity 
are  bolstered  while  different  factions  and  politicians  make 
concessions  and  compromises  to  maintain  party  unity. 

Did  the  recent  Pvepublican  National,  Convention  fulfill 
these  intents? 


Seminars  Study  Printing, 
Recording  and  Research 


Nixon  might  not  haw  been  everyone’s  choice,  but  his 
background  in  politics  and  his  experience  as  vice-president 
demonstrate  his  leadership  capacities.  His  style  of  campaign- 
ing has  changed  considerably  since  1960.  In  that  year  he 
visited  every  state,  alienated  scores  of  newsmen,  and  debated 
on  nationwide  television. 


This  year  he  visited  important  cities,  maintained  better 
relations  with  the  press,  and  refused  to  debate  Rockefeller  on 
nationwide  television.  Now  that  he  once  again  has  his  parity’s 
nomination  the  question  is  whether  or  not  Nixon’s  new  strat- 
egies will  enable  him  to  triumph  in  November. 


Probably  the  biggest  surprise  of  the  convention  was 
Nixon’s  choice  for  the  number  two  spot — Gov.  Spiro  T.  Ag- 
new  of  Maryland.  It  is  quite  possible  Nixon  selected  Agnew 
because  of  a promise  to  the  South  that  the  vice-presidential 
candidate  would  be  acceptable  to  them. 


Some  argue  that  Nixon  should  have  chosen  a running 
'mate  from  one  of  the  industrial  states,  because  greater  sup- 
port is  needed  from  these  areas.  Others  believe  Nixon’s  choice 
v.as  a wise  compromise  since  Agnew  is  acceptable  to  the 
South  as  well  as  the  Eost.  Moreover,  many  claim  Agnew’s 
popularity  in  Maryland,  generally  considered  a democratic 
state,  and  his  experience  in  handling  racial  and  social  prob- 
lems, make  him  a formidable  vice-presidential  candidate. 


Another  aspect  of  the  convention  which  gained  little 
media  coverage,  but  represented  thousands  of  hours  of  effort, 
was  the  shaping  of  the  party  platform.  More  than  180  wit- 
nesses testified,  and  nearly  300  written  statements  were 
submitted  to  the  platform  committee. 


The  platform  does  not  offer  solutions  to  every  problem, 
but  provides  the  candidates  and  party  with  a guidline  on 
which  to  base  remedies  for  the  ills  facing  our  nation.  The 
12,000-word,  50-page  platform  of  the  GOP  has  apparently 
been  an  aid  in  achieving  party  unity  which  leaders  previously 
thought  was  unobtainable. 


It  is  true  that  national  party  conventions  often  appear  to 
be  what  they  purport  not  to  be,  but  as  of  the  present  no  one 
has  devised  a better  system  which  will  produce  a workable 
party  platform,  nominate  presidential  and  vice-presidential 
candidates,  and  at  the  same  time  increase  party  solidarity. 


Now  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  Americans  will  choose  the 
better  of  two  VICES ( president,  that  is).
